To the Chairman, Alderman and “Councillors, 
Urban District of Driffield. 


Mr. Chairman, Lady and Gentlemen, 
I have pleasure in presenting the Annual Report for 1963. 


The Registrar General's figures for the year indicate a population 
of 6,930, an increase of 50 compared with last year. 


The number of births in the District have remained fairly constant 
during recent years, there being 119 in 1963 compared with 118 last year. 
An adjusted birth rate of 17.86 compares with the national birth rate of 
18.2 per 1,000 population. 


There were 138 deaths during the year compared with 130 last year. 
When considering these numbers we must bear in mind once again the long stay 
Geriatric Unit situated in the Hast Riding General Hospital. Our records 
show that 20 deaths were of elderly persons from other districts who were 
permanently resident in the hospital. The adjusted death rate of 11.35 
compares with the national death rate of 11.9 per 1,000 population. The 
number of deaths of infants under one year of age increased to 5 compared 
with 1 last year. 


Of the infectious diseases an outbreak of measles occurred during 
the year, 208 cases being notified. All but 5 of the cases were of children 
under 15 years of age. From the table on page 11 it will be seen that in 
recent years such an outbreak has occurred every other year. 22 cases of 
whooping cough were also notified during the year. 


Little variation hus occurred in the sanitary circumstances of the 
District. The tow's water is supplied by the East Yorkshire (Wolds Area) 
Water Board anc all the 47 water samples submitted by our Public Health 
Inspector for bacteriological examination were satisfactory. Sewage disposal 
continues as in previous years anc the number of pail closets remaining in 
use again dropped to a new low figure of 87. The total number of houses in 
the District increased to 2,169, 34 new houses being built by private 
enterprise, 


In presenting this report I woul? like to express my thanks to 
Mr. Marsh anc the staff for their work and help during the year and also 
to the Chairman and Members of the Public Health Committee for their constant 
support and interest.

HOSPITAL SERVICES 


The hospitals serving the District are as follows : 


Bast Riding General Hospital 


This hospital is under the East Riding Group Hospital Management 
Committee and admits acute general an? geriatric patients. Out-patient 
facilities include clinics for medicine, surgery, orthopaedic surgery, 
gynaecology, paediatrics, oto-laryngology, chest diseases, ophthalmology, 
psychiatry, dermatology, radiotherapy and diabetic. 


Northfield Hospital 


Under the East Riding Group Hospital M-nagement Committee this 
hospital admits patients suffering from chest diseases. 


Castle Hill Hospital, Cottinghan 
All cases of infectious diseases in the District requiring hospital 
care are admitted to this hospital which is in the Hull "B" Group Hospital

Two Nurse/Midwives, who reside above the Victoria Road Clinic, 
serve the district.

Home Nursing Service 


This service is run in conjunction with Domiciliary Midwifery 
Service as detailed above. 


Ambulance Service

Buckrose Health Divisional Co-ordinating Committee 


Onee every two or three months a Co-ordinating Committee, under the 
aegis of the County Council, meets in Bridlington to co-ordinate the work of 
officers in the district who are concerned with the welfare of children. The 
primary objects of the Committee are the prevention of cruelty to children 
in their own homes and the prevention of break-up of families. 


On the Committee are representatives of the County Children's 
Department, the County Health Department, the School Welfare Department, 
the County Welfare Department, the Housing Managers of the District Councils, 
the Naticnal Assistance Board, the National Socicty for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, the Women's Voluntary Service, Probation Officers and 
a Marriage Guidance Counsellor. Representatives of other organisations are 
co-opted from tine to time as the need arises. Your Medical Officer of Health 
in his capacity as Divisional Medical Officer takes the Chair of the 
Committee.
